one shot and that the weapon 
was 
taken from her and she was struck on 
the head with it. 


Struck on the Head. 
At first physicians despaired of sav- 
ing her Uie as the hyoid bone and 
larynx v.^ere badly injured by the grih 
of a hand about her throat and Drs. 
M. W. Tinkham and J. W. . McCaus- 
land who v»-cre first called in the case, 
and Dr. A. H. Macbeth, who inserted 
a tube in her throat, were at a loss to 
account for the fact that she w^as un- 
conscious. 
' Her explanation that she wass struck 
on the side of the head indicates an 
injury to the skull and a 
slight, in- 
ternal hemorrhage ancj holds out the 
hope that unless the condition rights 
itself an operation will save her life.

At the time the attack occurred the

Portugal and^tbe events in the young 
king's liff that led up to it bring back 
to the minds of "some of the older resi- 
dents of Springfield the story of Elsie 
Hensler, the Springfield girl, who mar- 
ried a king and became the Countess 
Edla.; The king she married was Dor 
Ferdinand 11, of Portugal, 
a 
great- 
grandfather of teing Manuel.. 


Elise Hensler lived in this* city about 
isixty yéárs • ago, ' p r o b ^ y ' for about 
four years. Her f a t l ^ , ' Conrad Hensler, 
was a tajlor, and, accordih^ to tlie 'di- 
rectories of Springfield in 1848 
áiiíd 
1852, first conducted a -smáll shop on 
Stockbridge street, and later was em- 
ployed as a tailor '«^Hh G. W. L a w 


Elise was one of the trio that com- 
posed the .North church choir when 
that church was organized. The Hens- 
Jers wfre humble people 
and 
lived 
simply. 
The 
daughters, 
Elise 
and 
Louise, were well received here, and 
were given a good musical education, 
especially Elise, who had quite a re- 
markable voice. 


Signor Guidi, at the 
time 
a 
well 
known teacher of the voice, took an in- 
terest in Elise, and it was when . Sig- 
nor Guidi went to Boston 
that 
the 
Henslers went there, largely through 
his influence. 
He believed that Elise 
had a future as a singer, and wished 
her to be whe^e he 
oould 
continue 
teaching her. 
The HensJer girls went 
among good people of 
Boston, 
Louise, who is remembered 
as 
ihe 
prettier of the two girls, married 
wealthy Boston physician named Slade 
Elise Hensler, after her removal to 
Boston, continued her studies and be 
came a singer and dancer. 
She not 
only appeared in concert in the large 
cities' of the country, 
but 
also 
in 
Euroije, where "shé'sang-before royalty. 
It was while' singing in Lisbon; several 
years after the death of Queen Marie, 
that Kink Ferdinand heard her voice 
and felt the attraction that led him to 
marry her. 


Ferdinand 
was the titular king ol 
Portugal, having been the «econd hus 
band of Queen ^larie II. of Portugal 
Fsrdinand married Marie in 1836, when 
he was twenty. ''The queen died in 
1853, and he was regent during the 
minority of his son, Pedro V, whq was 
the father of the assassinated 
King 
Carlos, the grandfather of the deposed 
King Manuel. 
The regency ended in 
1855, and on June 10, 1869, he married 
Miss Hensler. 
, 


When the European powers decided 
the. time had come to restore Spain to 
monarchy, following 
theoverthrow 
of the short republic, which existed 
from Í873 to 1875, considerable pres- 
sure was brought ^to bear upon Ferdi- 
nand to induce him to accept the va- 
cant throne. 
But his wife could never 
be queen of' Spain, and it is possible 
that this fact alone induced him to re- 
fuse. 


This absolute refusal to accept the 
throne of Spain in exchange for the 
romantic life that he was living with 
his morganatic wife.had far-reaching 
consequences. 
The complications 
and 
jealousies resultant on the attempt to 
find a king acceptable to all the pow- 
ers helped to bring on the Franco- 
Prussian war, and Alsace and Lorraine 
went back to Gertnany. 


In consequence Elise Hensler, Coun- 
tess Edla, became famous throughout 
the world as the "woman who changed 
the map of Europe." 
During the life 
of the king they lived in the beautiful 
castle of Cintra. In 1885 the king died, 
and after that the countess lived in re- 
tirement in a cottage near the castle. 


Some of her Springileld schoolmates 
aré still living, for she was-one of the 
early pupils of Ariel Parrish 
in 
the 
h.igh school. 
The name appears in a 
catalogue of the alumni issued in 1857, 
properly spelled Elise, though she was 
known to her schoolmates as Eliza. If 
she is still living she is about seventy- 
four years old.

impossible. 


"I don't think she ever had a revol- 
ver or flred a shot or two shots and in 
my opinion the information she has 
been giving the police is not of much 
value. 
Her skull is fractured and it 
may be necessary yet to operate and 
we would have done so JJefore - if we 
had been able to locate the fracture. 
Her mind is not clear, her thoughts are 
all jumbled and until this is cleared 
up she will not be able to give any re- 
liable facts." 


The Theory of the Police. 
Information has reached the polica 
that the girl has been under 
treat- 
ment for a form of epilepsy compli- 
cated by a slight hysteria and Chief 
Elliott thinks that, laböring under an 
attack, she graJped her own throat 
and inflicted the Injuries which hs 
does not believe are serious, and then 
went and lay down in the alley . 


The girl had been taking treatment 
for séme sort of an ailment but phy-

now do not 
thing It hadthink it had progressed to 
a stage where it would have prompted 
her to have wrenched at her throat 
and thrown herself down in an alley 
to raise the presumption that an as- 
sault had been made upon her.

The police believe that she could not 
have been choke^ and dragged a dis-

off.

Monrleville. Ind., Nov. 2.—There 's 
living: not far irom this town, within 
Ave miles of ii. a woman, now nearly 
four score years of age, who until a 
few weeks ago had never seen a city, 
town or village, had never entered a 
store or. business building, had never 
been inside of a church, had never 
crossed the threshold of a school house 
and had never rode on a steam rail- 
road train or electric car. 


And yet the health, physical condi- 
tion and the liberty 
to 
do 
as she 
pleased of this woman has always been 
such that she could have enjoyed all 
'Of these privileges had she desired to 
do so, for, from her early youth to 
her present old age, she has seen but 
little sickness and has not been afflict- 
ed with any physical misfortune that 
would make necessary the living of 
such a hermit life. 


Born In Ohio, in Tuscarawas county, 
this woman, who all of her life has livid 
within the pales of civilization 
an«! 
most of the time in settled communi- 
ties, came to Indiana with her par- 
ents when eight years of age, in 1840, 
iher father settling upon a tract of land 
in the southeastern part of this coun- 
ty, within a mile or two of what was 
-once the town of East Liberty, a town 
-that in 1860 was a place of some 200 
inhabitants—now wiped off the map 
even as a village. 


Here the father and his family lived 
until his death, which occurred thirty 
j'ears ago. 
It was a quiet, exclusive 
life they lived, the father and his son 
only going to the neighboring towns 
when necessary. 
It 
was 
a 
sort of 
Quaker life they lived; honest, indus- 
trious, retiring and mingling but lit- 
tle with others, but always held in the 
highest esteem 
by 
those 
who knew 


- them. 


But most peculiar of all in this ex- 
elusive way of living was the daugh- 
ter, concerning whom the opening par- 
agraph of this article is written. 
For 
over sixty-nve years she never step- 
ped oft 
the 
farm. 
She 
was rarely 
seen by any person and when visitors 
came to the house she would run off 
and hide. 
It was just her way—tim- 
id about meeting people, but sociable, 
-pleasant and bright with her brothers 
and sisters and parents. 
And thus 
she grew to womanhood and to old 
age, her world being confined to the 
narrow limits of her own farm home. 


It was not until her seventy-eighth 
birthday was reached that this hermit 
life was changed. 
Then she was in- 
duced to visit her sister at Decatur 
and for the first time in her long life 
saw a city, a store, a church, a school 
• house, an electric car, a railroad train, 
- saw 
anything, in fact, of the busy, 
bustling world in the midst of which 
she was pursuing her quiet, unevent- 
ful life, and this is the way the local 
item mentioning her visit in Decatur 
read: 


"Miss Mary Welty, who resides in 
the country a few miles from Decatur, 
!b in town visiting her brother-in-law, 
George Raver, and nephew, Isaac Rav- 
er, of Elm street."

Man Who Saw 
Jesus Gives Artist 


Idea of New Face;' 


. 
(New York American.) 


The chance whim of a Russian sen- 
ator,who happened to be making a pil- 
grimage 1,900 years ago through Pales- 
tine has led to an entirely new rep- 
resentation of the Christ. The senator, 
by name Lentulus Justinian, saw the 
Nazarene, and was so impressed by 
the great teacher that he wrote a let- 
ter back to the Roman senate describ- 
ing the appearance of Him in whom, 
even at that early stage in His career, 
he saw a menace to Rome and pagan- 
ism. 


That letter was 
preserved 
by 
a 
Greek 
historian, and eventually fell 
into the hands of Rene Menard, the 
French scholar. 
M. Menard incorpor- 
ated the letter in his "Histoire de Beau 
Art," published almost a half century 
ago. 


Miss Mary Elizabeth Tillinghast, the 
foremost 
woman 
artist in America, 
picked up Menard's book while on a 
visit to France some years ago and 
read Lentulus' letter, which M. Menard 
had translated with painstaking ac- 
curacy into mpdern French. 
Immedi- 
ately the idea of a new Christ came 
to Miss Tillinghast, and she found a 
practical opportunity for the idea to 
bear fruit when she received an order 
for a panel entitled, "The Resurrec- 
tion," for the 
Central 
Congregational 
church in Toledo, Ohio. 


The completed 
picture 
represents 
Christ just 
after" the 
resurrection. 
Mary Magdalene is at the right of the 
elliptical composition, and the angel 
of the broken ffepulcner at the left. 


Here is the letter from Lentulus to 
the senate, giving the description which 
the artist has utilized: 


" 
* * * At' this time there ap- 
peared a man who is still living and is 
endowed with great power. 
His name 
is Jesus Christ. His disciples call Him 
the Son of God. Others regard Him as 
a powerful prophet. 
He raises the 
dead to life and heals the sick .of all 
sorts of diseases and infirifiities. This 
man is tall and well proportioned. His

Baltimore. Md., Nov. 7.—With thous- 
ands of persons gathered in the streets, 
upon roof tops and at every point of 
vantage witnessing the spectacle, Herbert 
Latham, the French aviator, flew over 
Baltimore today for the )5,000 prise of- 
fered by the. Sun and Evening Sun. 


Latham used his 60-horse-power An- 
toinette and oonsunied 42 mimaes 10 sec- 
onds in making the round trip from the 
aviation IJrtd, covering an /approximate 
distance of 22 miles.

Physicians Study Evolution 
of Tissues Growing 
Outside Body. 


• New York, Nov, 3.—Tumors hava 
besa cultivated outside of the body 
b;^ Drs. Alexis garrei ahd Montrose T. 
Buri^ws, pt tli* Kookefeller Institute 
for M é ^ â i R^earoh, and they be- 
lievf 
that tbe iiietlrode which 
they 
have pursued win be » Valuable ad- 
dition to the mmns of «tudying the 
pràbieia of Cancei:.' 


As has been ipid, they 
bà^e,al- 
ready rébarted fo the medical pro- 
fetjiidn tmt tissues can be liiiade^^ to 
grow -çutside of the body, 4nd they 
nàw pt^esiint a second note dd^ this 
subject •4n the current, number of th? 
^ouirhai of the American iledical as- 
sociation. 
^ 


'We have aucceéded," they write, 
"in cliltivating a very malignant sar- 
oom«L (tumor) outside of the body. 
Thé purpose of the experiment was to 
develop à gefieral method which would 
permit à study of the tunior tissue 
tinder fcnown conditions and to ob- 
serve living cartcér cells at every in- 
stjeiht of their growth." 


It was found that the growth of the 
tUHÏueB was very rapid. 
At the end 
of twénty-four hours the surface of 
one of the new tissues was found to 
be sixteen times' that of the original 
fragment. 
The sarcamtous cells were 
cultivated In series so that every step 
in their progress could be determined. 
The 
physicians present a 
technical 
analysis of their investigations 
day 
by day, using fowl sarcoma which had 
been propafqited for more than a year 
as thé basis of their experiments. 


"These 
results," 'they 
concluded, 
"Show that sarcomatous tissue grows 
luxuriantly outside of the organism; 
that a. second generation can be pro- 
duced by thf cells gro^'n in the «rst 
culture, and that the whole process 
can be observed with, ease at every 
instant of its evolutlofta. 
It is prob* 
able that the malisnant tumors of 
the human organism can 4n a similar 
manner be caused to grow outside of 
the body. 
The method, therefore, will 
be a valuable addition to our means 
of studying the problem of cancer." 


Although 
these 
reports 
from 
the 
laboratories of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tue show no definite results as ap- 
plied to cancer which attacks 
man, 
physicians are looking forward with 
interest for a demonstration ef the 
practical value of the experiments in 
combating disease.

Charles C, De Rudio, U. S. A., retired, 
died yesterday at his home here' at the 
age of 78 years 


The story of Maj. De Rudio's life 
reads like a romance. An emperor and 
an empress quarreled on his account. 
Once he was led to the guillotine and 
hLs clothing 
stripped from his 
neck 
and shoulders ready for his execution, 
but a minute before the knife was : to 
faU he was 
reprieved. 
For a 
long 
time he was a prisoner in a dungeon, 
but one fortunate day he escaped, and, 
after a series of remarkable advenr 
tures, reached America. 


As if he had not crowded enough of 
the picturesque'and thrilling into his 
life he entered upon a new 
period, 
which 
had 
for its climax 
a 
hair- 
breadth eitcape from death almost as 
dramatic as that upon the scaffold, for 
he was one of the men who went to 
the Little Big Horn with Custer. 
The 
luck that seemed to attend 
him in 
France did not desert him in Montana. 
First AHegiane* to Qaribaldi. 
Born in Italy in 1832, and married in 
England when 23 years old, Maj. De 
Rudio began a turbulent career by al- 
rying 
himself with 
Garibaldi 
while 
still hardly more than a boy. 
From 
Italy he went with three companions 
to Parle, where the four attempted to 
kill Napoleon III, and Empress Eu- 
genie with bombs. 
For this thr/e of 
them were sentenced to be guillotined. 


Pieri, one of the conspirators, was 
executed flrst, and De Rudio was next. 
He had said farewell to hi» wife and 
child, and was ready to die. 
As in 
the case of Pieri, priests marche<3 on 
either side of him. 
Hla arms were 
bound behind him and his clothing was 
stripped from him practically frorh his 
waist up, so there should be nothing to 
block the glittering blade in its fall. 


As a last 
favor 
De Rudio 
asked 
that he be allowed to smoke a pipeful 
of tobacco. 
The executioner filled the 
pipe for the doomed man, placed it in 
his niouth, and furnished a light. 


Smoke Saves His Life. 


Tbe Are in the pipe was low and had 
begun to sputter when tli^ugh tho 
prison gate an officer hurrted. 
He 
made his way through the ward and 
mounted .'"the scaffold. 


The néWcomer looked at De Rudio's 
scant attire and smiled. 


"This is rather a cold, unpleasant 
day to ^e out In such a costume, he 
reiharked. 


De Rudio, whose thoughts were of 
another world, did not hear him, and 
the officer repeated his observation, 


"Yes," replied the prisoner with ¡an 
approach to a 
"but I scarcèly 


hav4 time to ca.teh cold." 


Then fie Rudio apologized for keep- 
ing the pipe in his mouth. "As this Is 
my last one I want to get the full 
benefit of it," he said. 


"Finish if you desire, but you prob- 
ably will smoke many more. I have a 
reprieve for you," said the officer. 


The pipe fell from the mouth of De 
Rudio. 
In the face of death he had 
been a stoic. 
Now sthat be was to 
live he suddenly began to shiver.

' The secret of the reprieve Was that 
De Rudio's young 
wife had 
so im- 
pressed the Empress Eugenie with her 
tearful pleas. f«r her husband's life 
that the empress, faiiingVo win mercy 
for the condemned man from Napojeon 
III, had issued orders herself that'the 
execution be stopped. 


When Napoleon III. learned of De 
Rudio's escape from death he was 
furious. 
He and thé empress had a 
violent quarrel. 
Had it been possible 
for him to do so legally the emperor 
would have 
ordered De 
Rudio 
sent 
back to the scaffold, but he could not. 
But De Rudio had only a short gleam 
of hope. 
He was tried once more and 
again was condemned to die. 
By this 
time the emperor's wrath had cooled 
and the tears of the empress were too 
much for him, so he commuted the 
sentence to life Imprisonment in one 
of France's penal settlements. 
There 
De Rudiq spent more than five years, 
and then by taking advantage of a 
series of queer happenings he managed 
to escape and make his way to Ameri- 
ca. 


Joined Union Army as Private. 


TThe north and south were at war 
when he reached the United States. 
He joined Company A of the Seventy - 
ninth New York voljinteers as a pri- 
vate, fought under Grant and other

Clemenceau ministry on July 23, 1909, 
unexpectedly resigned today in con- 
sequence of the bitter attacks made in 
the chamber of deputies rfpon the gov- 
ernment's action In suppressing the 
recent railroad B|rik« and its proposed 
legislation for the avoidance" of simi- 
lar crii^es.

This afternoon President Falleries 
asked Briand to form a new ministry 
and -the latter accepted the task. 


A strong republican majority in the 
chamber voted confidence in the gov- 
ernment^ but at a meeting of the min- 
isters dissensions developed and Bri- 
and announced that new and serious 
problems grew out of the labor trou- 
ble that must be met by a. united min- 
istry. 
Accordingly he suggested the 
retirement of himself .a,nd associates. 


It is probable 
President 
Fallieres 
will ask M. Briand lo form a 
new 
cabinet and it is expected the-latter 
wUf remoder the retiring ministry in 
harmony with his views on a parlia- 
mentary program to meet crises re- 
sulting from strikes.

What Christianity Stands For. 


Christianity has lingered long in the 
gallery with the artists, but it has nev- 
er had any affiliation with the evil re- 
sort. 
It has been a warm friend of 
the lecture hall, but It has been the 
enemy of the saloon. 
It has always 
kept good company. 
It has 
always 
stood for culture. 
To cultivate the in- 
tellect it has founded schools that give J 
.scholars; to culti%'ate the imagination 
it has strengthened literature and the 
arts. 
The Golden 
Rule has 
worked 
powerfully upon that type of manhood 
called a hero, a martyr, and a patriot. 
But there is a culture that stops short 
' of obedienpe, and the surrender of the 


0Ü the slopvá of Vesuvius there once 
was Just such a city, that held all 
these signs of outer culture, and now 
that that old city has been uncovered, 
lo, Its gold was mixed with clay. Its 
art was united to vice, its beauty was 
unclean. To us It seems less «ke f n 
injured angel of light than a beautiful 
demon 
of 
darkness. 
For 
knowledge 
must become character. 
Culture and 
refinement must be transmitted 
Into 
loyalty and obedience. 
Wisdom rises 
Into Its best estate only when It sur- 
renders Itself to God. 
Of a truth cul- 
ture without obedience is a tree with- 
out fruit. 


Morality 
Fails Without 
Religion 


Moralitv without religion I® another 
fruitless tree. 
The schemes of 
mo- 
rality are many. 
All alike emphasize 
the root virtues of conduct. Confucian- 
ism stands for morality, but It empha- 
sizes good conduct from the viewpoint 
of reverence for one's ancestors. 
Bud- 
dhism stands for 
morality, 
but 
Its 
viewpoint is that of contempt, 
con- 
tempt for one's self, to the end 
that 
the self may be annihilated, and the 
soul 
return 
to 
nothingness 
and 
a 
dreamless sleep. 
Judaism 
emphasizes 
morality. 
Job beli^i-ed in right living 
when he called the roll of the duties 
toward friends, family, and his fellow 
sheiks, saying. "These duties have I 
fulfilled." 
In a similar mood the rich 
young ruler rehearsed the list of prac- 
tical duties, and exclaimed, "All these 
have I done from my youth up.v 
Im- 
portant, also, 
these basic 
moralities. 
They free men from outbreaking vices 
and crimes. 
They encourage the sim- 
ple virtues and hold at bay the great 
passions and crimes. 


Morality touches the body, and for- 
bids any injury to its delicate mechan- 
ism. 
Morality touches the neighbor- 
hood. and bids the youth carry himself 
so as to avoid the injury of his friends. 
Morality touches the realm of civics, 
and bids a man be a patriot. 
Morality 
touches the circle of politeness, 
and 
bids a man be a gentleman. 
But if It 
restrains the outer display of sin. It 
does not cure the source within. Moral- 
itv without religion is not enough. At 
best It forbids the stroke, but not the 
secret hate that prompts the blow. 
It 
forbids the outer 
theft but 
not 
the 
inner. 
It puts a padlock on the lips, 
but leaves hate in the heart. 
God has 
built this world, not for the root mor- 
alities that support man. 
Industrj' is 
good—it is good not to lie and not to 
steal, and not to kill and not to per- 
jure. 


The Fruit of the Tree 


But these beginnings are fundamen- 
tal, and the man must go on from the 
leaf to the fruit. The fruit Is truth In 
the inner parts, justice, measured by 
God's standard, mercy 
that 
tempers

was 
also

.«coundrel and a traitor. 
Lorenzo de 
Medici was a poet, an orator, a soldier, 
a man 
of letters, the most 
cultured 
man of his day; he also told lies, pois- 
oned 
his 
enemies, 
murdered 
his 
friends, and 
finally 
he destroyed lib- 
erty. 
He wore his intellectual riches 
ov-er a corrupt heart, as Naaman wore 
.T purple robe 
over 
a leprous body. 
Culture may be only skin deep, just 
.Tf- the guides up Vesuvius tell the tour- 
ii?t that the soil and the grass 
are 
only spade 
deep. 
Without 
are thr 
oranges, the vines, rich blossoms, thi 
spirit of water, ^ut all the time there 


were In no peril, prayed three times a 
day on the comers of the street, prayed 
vociferously, 
that 
everybody 
might 
hear them, and with the prayih« «rew 
ever more proud and puffed up, the 
form became an injury. 
Npt but that 
written prayers and the liturgy may 
serve some natures. 
Lingering in for- 
eign cathedrals, watching the priests 
bow and cross themselves, listening to 
the solemn chants,and the prayers as 
intoned, you and I are helped—that Is, 
for two or three times! 


Ths Peril of Religious Formalism. 
You and I were so born that we are 
not often helped by prayers written by 
men who died three hundred years ago, 
or by creeds that centuries ago were 
true to men-'s 
spiritual 
experiences. 
You would not care to read the love 
letters of a grandfather, dead centuries 
ago, in the hour when you'were offer- 
ing affection to the woman you love. 
You prefer to match your personal ex- 
perience with your own words. 
You 
want the truth, the exact truth, ^nd In 
seeking It you must make the confes- 
sion and prayer In the word to match 
exactly the penitence and the feelings 
within. 
Nevertheless, 
you must re- 
member that other temperaments have 
their liberty. 
They need to ba kindled 
by other men's prayers and 
experi- 
ences, rather than 
by 
the 
Icreatlve 
spark, or the gleam of light' within. 
But there Is no man living who Is not 
In peril of fonnallsm in his religious 
life. 


The one, need Is the deepening of 
the tides of spiritual life. If the heart 
Is affame. the words will come. 
If the 
soul Is glowing and 
throbbing 
with 
penitence and thanksgiving and love, 
the form 
will 
always 
be 
beautiful. 
Service, then, will become easy. 
Give 
the singer genius, and technique will 
be easy. 
Kindle In the young poet the 
divine Are, and you need not trouble 
about the laws of poetrj'; he will in- 
vent new forms. 
Double the talent of 
this aspirant for eloquence, and you 
can take him put of the school of elo- 
cution. 


Pour out the tides of God's spirit on 
the Christian, and his whole life will 
become a psalm, his work be a prayer. 
Let the mind of Christ be in the dis- 
ciple, and wisdom will be on his lips, 
the law of kindness In his tongue, and 
beauty will adorn his prayer and his 
worship and clothe h!s life, as with 
the garments of God. 


Formalism without the vital 
spark 
of life Is a tree that bears no fruit. 
By form is meant the rule and method. 
All thoughtful persons understand the 
value of practice and study. 


Indeed, the 
whole 
philosophy 
of 
teaching is based upon imitation. 
We 
learn best by watching others do the 
thing in hand. 
The wisest teacher for 
tbe'j-oung orator is the great speaker. 
The artist pupil learns most 
rapidly 
by studying the artist master. 
The 
young beginner learns how to sing by 
listening to the singer, and practicing 
his method. 
In the religious realm we 
learn how to be a Ciirlstlan by watch- 
ing Christ and imitating 
him. 
But 
every method has the defects of its vir- 
tues, and the rise of formalism Is eas- 
ily understood. 
One day. Moses. In the 
desert, saw the accacla bush. 
Blazing, 
it was not consumed. 
For days that 
vision of God in the flaming bush was 
with him. 


A Fire on the Altar. 


Long 
afterwards, 
in the period of 
doubt, he kept that vision burning by 
liarhtlng a flame on 
the 
altar. 
For 
Moses, It was an easy transition from 
a 
flre 
burning on the altar to

Cook, in Ms study of tramps, as- 
serts that nine-tenths are married' 
men, and most of them are what 
they are through the drink habit 
as the- chief cause. 
Of the 10,000 
annual homicides, 3,000 of tliem will 
result in breaking up one, and often 
two, homes. 
Th%> use of narcotic 
drugs has the same effect in the 
same way, and is only prevented in 
its ravages by the long, strong arm 
of federal control. 
Probably equal- 
ly destructive upon the home life le 
the companion vice of these, that 
of prostitution. 
It operates in the 
same three ways. 
There are prob- 
ably 300,000 women today incapable 
of marital responsibilities 
because 
of this vice, and as many men.

The Kouso We Live In. 


We shall better understand this les- 
son if we connect with

with the forty-third verse, the passage

24:43, we read that because the 
house was not watched a thief broke 
through. 
In Luke 12:45 we read why 
the house was not watched: 
The mas- 
ter was absent 
and his return

delayed and the servant took occasion 
to eat and to drink and be drunken, 
and so the house was broken through. 
Mrs. ZUlah Foster Stevens, 
secretary 
of the International 
Temperance 
da- 
partment, 
in her "Hints for World's 
Temperance 
Sunday," 
suggests 
this 
line of thought: 
"Every man, woman 
and child owns a house, the 'house we 
live in'—the body. 
Alcohol and cigar- 
ettes are 
housebreakers—^they 
break 
up the body in every part. 
The saloon 
is the den of the housebreaker—^Alco- 
hol. 
Teach this so convincingly that 
the sight of liquor and cigarettes will 
make the child think Instantly, 'Thief, 
housebreaker.' and the sight of the sa- 
loon will make him thing, 'A nest of 
housebreakers.' 
Urge 
every one to 
safeguard the house, and to fight the 
saloon Just as vigorously and unceas- 
ingly as he would flght housebreakers. 
The pledge will bar and bolt frhe doors 
of the houses and will enlist the signer 
in the fight against the saloon."

aware of being a prisoner. 
He 
says 
he will stop drinking, but he does not; 
not until the next time! 
His castle Is 
not his own: 
There is only one power 
that can give him possession, and that 
is the Lord God. 
That is why we be- 
lie've in gospel temperance work.

is the only kind that holds.

First, he should 
liave been on the watch against his 
enemy. 
Second, he should have sum- 
moned all of his servants to the po'ixt 
of attack, and he would have speedily 
driven off the enemy. 
And so let every

against his appetite, that he will not 
permit himself to taste the vile thing 
that will In the end make him a drunk- 
ard; in short, let him take total ab- 
stinence aa the 
rule 
of his life, and 
boldly assert himself to be a total ab- 
stainer. or as one young man put It, 
when he was invited to drink, let him 
say:

"Why isn't ginseng more extensively 
cultivated?" a visitor asked A. Clark 
who has a ginseng farm 
at 
Mount 
Washington. 


"Well, you sse. these days, people 
-want to draw their pay for their work 
at the end of the week, and they can't 
do It when they raise ginseng," replied 
the only gröwer of the plant in Jackson 
county. i'Pfp, and they can't draw their 
pay the nwct year. 
It's usually a de- 
cade before a. ginseng grower han'ests 
his 
c r o p . 
Then again the cultivation 


of ginseng is a thing 
liHle 
known 
about >in America. 
If people realized 
the big profits and the little work con- 
nected with the cultivation there would 
be more of it raised than there is." 


Passengers on the electric cars from 
Kansas City to Independence pass a 
patch of ground covered with a low 
shed of great extent, having a roof of 
leaves. 
To the casual observer it ap- 
pears not unlike a, gmpe arbor or per- 
haps a hog shelter. 
Under the shade 
are thousands of slender 
plants 
In 
rows. 
The trait .cove.rs only one-flfth 
of an acre, and that is the total acre- 
age of ginseng iii Xorthwéstern Mis- 
souri.

There la little ginseng used i/i Amer- 
ica. The market rests on superstitious 
veneration of the fîhineee for the herb 
as the medicine of medicines, as the 
balsam of balsams—almost as the elixir 
Of life, and it is used to more or less 
extent by the ,400.000,000 inhabitants of 
the empire. 


Gingsjfhg is a shrinking plant that 
flourishes 
in the shade of forests or 
under arbors of boughs. 
Its delicate 
leaves will wither in a. few minutes in 
the glare of the sun's rays. 


Mr. r i ^ k will make a profit of about 
$.3,000 ofi^ the fifth of an acre he has 
at IMoiini: Washington this j-ear. and 
he ha.s hot- yet begun to reali/.e the 
full returns from cultivation of the 
crop. The ginseng is .iu,8t getting large 
enough to begin digging the roots, but 
Mr. Clark has already contracted for 
the sale of 20.000 plants at $4.50 per 
hundred, which mMU bring him $900. 
He has sold a few roots at $8 a. pound, 
which will help along the profits. 


From 192 Square Feet. 


One little patch, sixteen feet long and 
twelve 
feet wide, which 
Mr. 
Clark 
raised last .year under his front porch, 
netted him nearly $300, and he did not 
dispose OÏ all the roots, as many plants 
were yoimg ^nd It is Mr. Clark's prac- 
tice not to pulì the plants until they 
are six yekirs old. 


It was on this small tract of ground 


- —underneath the porch of his home— 
that Mr. Clark began cultivating the 
plant. 
But he had known it before 
then. 
When, as a boj% he used to run 
among the woods of Indiana he saw 
the plant growing wild and gathered 
some of its roots and sold tfeem to the 
storekeeper in the nearest town, Avho 
shipped them to New York, and from 
there to China. But the plant waa not 
so valuable then as now. 
In 
those 
days It wag raised extensively in Man- 
churia and China and grew wild 'n 
the eastertt-part of the United States. 
The cost of transporting It to the ori-- 
ent was so great that it sold for only 
a few cents a pound. Now it brings not 
less than $7 a pound and the best 
grade sells for $12. Chinese merchants 
In the larger cities have agents whd" 
travel over the country looking fpr the 
roots.

I 
Mr. Clark has been a small farmer at 
Mount Washington for many 
years. 
He knew the habits of the'plant from 
rambling through the hills of Indiana. 
He knew It was a plant of great value 
and that' it was much sought after in 
the southfea»tern - parts of the United 
States by â shiftless class known as 
"•ang" diggers, 
Six shears ago 
Mr. 
Clark reasoned thatJf it was so profit- 
able to hunt tile plants In the wood It 
ought to be ai profitable crop to cul- 
tiva.te. He obtained a "few plants at a 
good price and planted a small tract 
under his front porch. ^ The little bed 
of ginseng prospered and 
the 
seeds 
from thea^ few plants 
were 
trans- 
planted under a larger tract of ground 
covered with oak boughs. These plants 
are all doing well noM-. They vary in 
agie from one to seven years and have 
Just begun to yield a profit. 


Culture Is Simple. 


"Ginsen'ris easy to raise." said Mr. 
Clark. 
"The~ plants need fairly good 
•oil and':-must , be kept in the shade. 
The best^Tvay to start a patch is to get 
some roOfsr which sell for about $4.50 
a^ hundredv If these cannot be obtained 


- the seed mäy' be had from any lafge 
seed house for a cent each. 
In three 
years, thé plants will be large enough 
to begin bearing seed and in six years 


.;the roots are large enough to dig." 


On Mr. Clark's patch, JTOxlZO feet, 
there are more -than 2,000 plants, rang- 
ing in age from one to seven years. 
Here are some estimates of the prob- 
able returns Mr. Clark will get from 
Iiis tract this year: 


For 70,000 seeds, $700; 
for 
20,000 
plants, $900, and for 200 pounds 
of 
. roots, $l,vff00, " or a 
total 
of 
$3,200. 
Aftér thè harbor is built and the seed 
or roots are ijlanted the only care gln- 
»¿ng requires is a mulching of the 
ground every two or three years. 


With Mr. eiark raising ginseng is a 
hobby, as it Is wf^h «early all Amerl- 
. can grower« of. the plant. He says the 
plants seem almost imbued with hu- 
man'feelings, but he admits that feel- 
ing is produced by human beings, with 
< vi faces, legs and s^rms; and these bring 
t faßulous prices In China.

. acres here and moved to the country,"

"It takes about five or six weeks foi 
the roots to dry with either sun or ar- 
tificial heat. 
The plants are set about 
a foot deep. 
I try to build the arbor 
so as to give one-fourth sun and three- 
fourths shade." 


The ginseng plant is related to the 
parsley < family, which 
includes 
the 
pai'V^lP- celer:.' and carrot. 
The Chi- 
nese take it internahy for all diseases, 
while for aches and pains in the legs 
or arms the plant is chewed, the af- 
flicted person always hiting off a por- 
tion from the part of t.he root that cor- 
responds to the arms or legs of the 
human body. 


The demand for ginseng has always 
exceeded the supph*, and that accounts 
for thé hig'n price the Chinese are will- 
ing to 4>ay for It. 
Mr. Clark receives 
dozens of letters from persons who 
want to btiy the plant or seek Informa- 
tion about its growth.

established a small weekly newspaper 
called the Henrietta Shield, and as the 
t ountry organized west he established 
more papers, until^ he ffnally had nine 
weeklies, each of which paid .a small 
pi'otit and which covered the territory 
from Fort Worfh. Te.xas, to Trinidad. 
Col. Having fully vecovered his health 
and having an opportunity to sell his 
papers, he again let the wanderlust 
grip him and moved with his family 
i to Cheyenne, \^'3-omin.g, where he es- 
tablished the Northv.estern Live Stock 
I Journal, tlie largest paper of its kind 
published at the time. In 1890 he was 
appointed 
democratic national 
com- 
mi.«s:ioner to the World's 'Columbian 
exposition at Chicago, 
and was the 
strongest opposer 
of 
the dual site, 
wliich was at first proposed for the 
fair. Wyoming being at the foot of the 
lipt Colonel Mercer voted aye for the 
dual site in order to be able to move 
that it be reconsidered át the next 
meeting.

In 1894 he sold out his pa- 
per In Cheyenne and moved his family 
to th©. 2,000 acrft..ranch where he now 
lives, starting In. the cattle business 
on a small scale, and today he has 2,- 
000 head of Hereford cattle, which ;he 
makes a specialty of raising, and is in- 
terested In oil wells in the country, 
which he predicts will make Wyoming 
known in time as the greatest oil field 
in the world.

Cella Gold, a pretty Roumanian girl, 
has been found working tor one cent 
an hour, ten cents a day, or sixty cents 
a •week, in a cigar manufactorj"- 


The girl and her elder sister, Rose, 
outwitted the immigration officials at 
Ellis Island and were brought to Pitts- 
burg, by friends in a penniless condi- 
tion. 


In the faraway land of 
the. good 
Queen Carmen Sylva the sisters had 
heard of the promised land across the 
Atlantic 
where 
they 
might 
earn 
enough money to better their condi- 
tion. 
By hard work they scraped to. 
gether sufilcient money to buy a ticket 
to New York, but on 
the 
steamer. 
Rose, wiao is about seventeen years 
old. fell ill and her little sister spent 
the few dollars that remained for deli- 
cacies with which to 
supplant 
the 
coarse food of the steerage. 


Arriving at Ellis Island, tliey learned 
the law forbidding the 
entrance of 
paupers into this country. 
The quick 
wit of Celia came to the rescue and 
she succeeded in borrowing S25 for a 
few minutes from a fellow country- 
man. 


That $25 meant open sesame to the 
sisters. 
Fu"st Rose shov.'ed the money 
to the inspector 
and 
was 
passed 
through the gate, and then, hurrying 
to the grating, passed the lucky money 
to Celia, who in her turn displayed the 
lucre, which opened the 
gate 
that 
barred the way to the land of free- 
dom. 
Then the money was returned 
to the Roumanian a.nd the girls stood 
trembling with fear and 
expectancy 
upon the threshold of a new land and 
a new life. 


Friends took them as far as Pittis- 
burg and, here Rose got a position at 
$3 a w e ^ as a domestic. 
She sepa- 
rated in sorrow from her little sister. 
Celia. failing to find profitable 
em- 
ployment on account 
of 
her 
youth, 
went to worl^ in the factory for ten 
cents a day and ambitiously tried to 
get into the night high school in order 
that she might leai-n the lanRuage of 
the country of her adoption and in- 
crease her income. 


She failed to gain 
artmi.ssion 
cause of her not being sixteen years 
old and having no credent ial.'s, 
despair was staring her in tho face 
and the 
fingers 
of those who profit 
from tho tempting of

were reaching out for her when she 
found a. friend.. 


Beck- 
e r ha's learned to speak Yiddish, and. 
according to his friends, he has fallen 
into the habit oi wandering incognito 
among the people who forni the. little 
kingdom in wh^ch he labors in trying 
to force the people to take advantage 
of the educational advantages which 
the city and state offer them.

father. 
Should there be no maid of honor, two 
bridesmaids are Immediately in front 
of her.

He goes only a step or 
two forward to meet her. 
Her father 
stands a little back, at her left. 


Most brides go bareheaded .now. 
If 
gloves are worn one is removed before 
plighting the torth, and It and

bouquet are handed to the maid of 
honor or bridesmaid who 
has 
been 
previously designated 
for this.' 
The 
bridegroom hands the ring to the cler- 
gyman when asked for it. 
The fee is 
usnally given by the best man, always 
after ^he ceremony. 
It is proper, hut 
not-customary, for the bridegroom to 
kiss the bride at the altar.

It Is round-up' time In 
the 
west 
again. 
Across the 
'broad-spreading 
plains, along thé sun-kissed valleys and 
over the grass-covered hills of th« bi^ 
cattle ranches on thé sunset side of 
the Mississippi, the cowboy 
Is 
once 
more dragging his lariat and hallooing 
to his long-homed charges. 
Smoke 
from the chuck wagon and the brand- 
ing iron curls into the blue. The artist 
of the long-looped rope has come again 
unto his o ^ in every outflt camp. 
It 
Is the heyday of the "puncher's" life, is 
this Indian summer interval before the 
coming of the snows and cold winds. 


Say, but It's great, this round-up 
time. It ^presents all that is wild and 
active and picturesque In western life. 
It epitomizes tìie puncher's career. 
It 
comes but twice a year—once in the 
èarly dpring and again in the fall. 
It 
is fraught with plenty of hard vork, 
but your- true cowboy alwaj's welcomes 
it. 
It is so varied, so full of experi- 
ences, so different from the work he 
has been doing all summer. 
Whether 
in riding as a member of the great cir- 
cle thrown out for rounding in the 
cattle to the 
spot selected 
for 
the 
round-up, helping tô ftold theAerd in 
its confinement until the day's work Is 
over, I'oping, throwin.ç or wielding the 
branding iron, he finds plenty of spec- 
tacular work to do. 


The^ Fall Outfit. 
The outfit in 
these 
undertakings 
consists of a chuck wagon, which is 
driven, of course, by the cook; 
tlie 
horse wrangler, who is charged with 
the duty of keeping mounts for the 
more active workers in readiness, and 
teh or fifteen cowboys. The first round- 
up of the series is generally held at the 
ranch headquarters and is for the pur- 
pose of looking after cattle which have 
formed the habit of browsing in that 
particular vicinity. On the morning of 
tha start the members of the outflt 
mount their freshest horses to ride out 
from the starting point in different di- 
rections. their routes diverging 
like 
thG spokes of a wheel. 


When out some three or four miles 
each man begins to ride at right angles 
to the course he took outward, halloo- 
ing the meanwhile with a 
view 
to 
frightening the cattle toward the cen- 
tral point. Soon the thousands of cat- 
tle are gradually undergoing the pro- 
cess of being pushed inward toward the 
central 
point. 
They 
are gradually 
pusiied in and in, until finally every 
cow and calf of the big circumference 
is pushed into a compact herd, in this 
instance in the headquarters 
corral 
With this preliminar>', the actual work 
of the round-up begins. 


Lassbes Begin to Swing. 
One member of the outfit, who has 
established his claim of priority with 
tlie rope, whips the stiffness out of his 
trustiest lariat, ties one end to the 
saddle horn, swings the other into 
big loop and goes forth to conquer. 
His work is swift and sure. Time after 
time he swings the big noose around 
his head and sends it hurtling around 
the neck or forefeet of some unbranded 
calf, 
t h e calf is Jerked swiftly from 
its feet, the roj>er spurs his horse to a 
swifter gait, and soon hauls up at the 
branding fire, some fifty yards distant, 
with the calf in tow. 
There half a 
dozen cowboys fall on the struggling 
form and hold It to earth while the 
brander sears Its side with his hot Iron. 


Round-up 
pens add a 
picturesque 
phase of the work. For what after all 
could arouse greater wonder-inspiring 
among the uninitiated than a herd of 
wild cattle confined to a space some 
four or five hundred feet square, surg 
ing this way and that, crowding against 
barriers and bellowing out In perpetual 
terror? 
The uproar is 
accentuated 
when the "autfit" members invade the 
squared area and begin their work. 
In 
"pen" work, the branding flre is bul|t 
at one side of the Inclosure, and the 
larger part of the force works around 
the fire. Because of the coihpact herd, 
the roper is able to work with more 
speedy and many men are therefore re- 
quired to brand the cattle dragged up 
«very few seconds. 
Before the advent 
of the pen, and even now in localities 
remotely removed from such an im 
provement, the round-up hei^ is held^ 
together by cowhoys-thrown around it' 
as guards.*";' 


Singing to the Herd. 
Sometimes the round-up lasts over 
Into the second day. In such Instances 
the herd collected has/ to be held to- 
gether by a night watch, in which the 
"puncher" force works in relays of, 
say, one-third of the whole force each. 
By this arrangement each man finds a 
chance to sleep for a portion of the 
night, standing guard for the remain- 
der. 


In favorable 
weather 
this 
latter 
named work is tolerable. When it does 
not come too regularly It is enjoyable. 
With the herd all safely bedded—that 
is, settled down for 
the 
night-r-the 
puncher on guaoi^casually throws his,, 
leg over his saadle horn, 
begins 
a 
steady backward and forward-pace and 
unites his voice with, that of his fel- 
low guardsmen, in 'singing to the herd." 
These songs, geiierally plaintive In mel- 
ody, serve a twofold purpose. 
They 
soothe the uneasy spirits of the long- 
horned, sleepers, and at the same time 
give vent to the lonesome feeling of 
the singer. 


The Stamped«. 


This is one side of the cowboys' noc- 
turnal vigil. 
The other is to oe seen 
when the clear sky becomes covered 
with big black clouus and the light- 
ning begins ^ to play In token of the 
coming storm. It Is then that the herd 
takes its most menacing form. It be- 
gins to "mill" right ^ n d left, and to 
bawl and moan In its agonized fear. 


Sleeptag punchers scramble out of 
their ^btnks, take to the saddle and 
hurry oot^to the scene of action. 
A 
storm méans a stampede, and all hands 
must be on duty to keep the terrified 
cattle together when the charge comes 
The grandest hour of a cowboy's life 
has been pictured as his part In "rid- 
ing with the stampede." With the light- 
ning pláylng from horn to horn, the 
herd will start suddenly,, bulge in the 
direction of the'wind and the next In- 
stant It Is tearing along in a compact 
bellowing mass, bearing all before it 


tuÄ to tiié iii^t bi tè the left; ^fbr in 
both these: Alrectlonià thtf 
tong-hor»«d 
leai^s of Ûié stampede-are tearing 
ahead as if mad. 
His sole meant of 
escape Is to ride

Having spent its physical strength 
the herd gradually slat^ens Its run 
and soon, comes to à standstill. < If 
enough punchers have kept up with; 
the procession they may surround the' 
her^ again and bold It together until 
the passing, of the storm.

CARE OF FEi-TS AND FEATHERS. 


A light felt hat that has been packed 
away, if in fairly good condition, may 
be made fresh by first removing any 
dust that may have gathered on it and 
then by rubbing in French chalk or 
powdered 
magnesia. 
A 
soft 
tooth 
brush is excellent for applying this 
powder. 
The powder should be left on 
over night, then shaken off and the 
process repeated if necessary. 


Dark felt hats may be brightened by 
wiping with a cloth wrung out of hot 
water and ammonia. 


Felt-4iats in delicate colorings can 
be cleaned by rubbing with fuller's 
earth, making it first quite hot. 
Fine 
oatmeal will also answer the^^iurpoae. 


Before curling feathers that 
have 
been laid away they should be hung in 
the sun and air for hours. 
The next 
step is to stroke the fronds the wrong 
way—that is, from the tip to the quill. 
This will make the feathers fluffy. To 
curl, take the plume In the left hand 
and hold it over steam. 
Begin at the 
tip and stroke with a blunt knife, tak- 
ing about half a dozen fronds at a 
time. 
The curl will form underneath. 
When both sides of the feather are 
done curl a few of the upper fronds 
in an opposite dlrection^that is, so 
that the curl will fall over the quill.

WAS in Syracuse, N. Y.> recently and a friend 
took me In his automobile to the Onondaga Indian 
Reservation, seven miles from, the city. 
I was 
deeply impressed with the wreck of nature that 
showed on all sides. The hUls were covered with 
briers and brush instead of the stately forest that'^had 
once graced them; deep gashes were washed In the 
«Ides of the hills, and a stream running through the 
valley that had once been a clear, beautiful river was 
now only a muddy, sluggish creek. 


I asked an old Indian if there were any birds on 
these hills. 
He said "I^o." I asked him if there were 
any flsh in the stream that ran through the reserva- 
tion? 
Hesaid:— 
"No. When me little boy all dese hill cover wid big 
^ tree and plenty deer and bird In woods. Now no 
tree, no bird, no deer, no flsh, no noting. 
You know 
who cut down all de tree? You know who kill all de 
deer and de bird? You know who ketch all de flsh? 
Paleface. He stay away, plenty tree and plenty game 
alway. 
He come and now noting left for Indian." 


And the saddest thing about this indictment is that 
it is true. 


It is humiliating to have to confess that the Amer!- 
,Ean people are a nation of destroyers, yet that is true, 
too. They cut away the forests without making any 
provision for another crop of trees. They till the Soil 
tntll it is worn out and then go awiy somewhere else 
and start new farms. They are tunneilling tlje earth 
in every direction for coal and are burning It up with- 
out any thought of what the next generation may do 
for fuel and for power. They are tapping the earth 
and ppmplng the oil and natural gas out of It wherever 
these can be found. 


.When the first Europeans settled on the Atlantic 
c^ast they found this a veritable land of milk and 
honey. 
They found a country noore generously 
st09ked with fish and game than any other on the 
face of the earth. 
The records left by some of the 
early historians as to the abundance of game and fisii 
read almost like stories of Munchausen, yet there are 
VeU authenticated reports of flocks of wild geese and 
ducks that spread over thousands of Acres of land or 
water. 
It was a common occurrence for two or three 
men to go out and kin a wagon load or a boat load of 
these birds within an hour or two. A settler could at 
any time kill a deer within a few hundred yards of 
his house and frequently he could drop one withont 
stepping out of doors. 


Throughout all the timbered regions wild pigeons 
furnished a large part of the living of the settlers. 
Hundreds of thousands of these birds wfere netted or 
killed witb clubs and salted down for winter use. 


During their migrations the birds moved in flocks so 
vast that they obscured the sun for hours at a time, 
and their nestings frequently covered vast a r ^ of 
forest. 
The great Audubon describes a nesting he 
visited and studied in Kentucky that'covered a terri- 
tory something like one hundred miles square, and he 
pstimates the number of birds to be seen there at one 
time at three million. 


As late as 1873 there was a nesting in Michigan that 
was from four to five miles wide and thirty miles long; 


Birds by the Million. 


The birds often packed in so thick on the trees that 
their weight broke off large branches, and the ob- 
server can to-day find in some of our old forests snags 
projecting from the trunks of veteran oaks, beeches 
and other trees, the remains of large limbs that wero 
broken off by wild pigeons. 
As soon as a nesting was formed settlers gathered 
. from the surrounding country and slaughtered the 
birds by thousands, carrying them home, using them 
for t'ood as fast as possible, salting down quantities of 
them, the surplus being often fed to the hogs. 


rrofessional trappers followed the birds from place 
to place. 
They used nets, in some cases 200 to 300 
feet long and 50 to 100 feet wide. These tfeere staked 
to the ground at one edge and the other edge was 
-held up by means of long spring poles. A few cap- 
tive birds on long strings were let loose from time to 
..time and allowed to fly the length of their tether; 
- then they were drawn back, and their struggles at- 
^ tracted the attention of the passing flocks. TKese

The'State Legislature appropriated $100,000 and put 
out a large force of men to spray the trees and try to 
kill the moths or to keep them from spreading. Up to 
date that State has appropriated and expended more 
than $500.000 In this fight, an^ instead of eradicating 
the evil it has spread Into Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island. Connecticut, and last fall it made its 
appearance in Northern New York. It is moving like • 
a great army to the southward and to the westward. 
It is likely to go to the Pacific and to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and to devastate the entire country just as it has 
already devastated Massachusetts. 


Thousands of acres of forests in New England are 
dead and dried up: thousands of the beautiful old 
historic elms that line the streets of New England 
towns to-day stand there dead, rearing their baved 
arms to heaven In mute protest against the destructioa 
of the birds. 


The bollworm, a different beast from the cotton 
weevil, feeds extensively on corn, and the Department 
of 
Agriculture 
estimates 
that 
it 
is 
consuming 
$29.000.000 worth of com a year. 


There arc several different Insects that prey on the 
forest trees, and the Forestry Bureau estimates that 
In the aggregate they are destroying $200.000,000 
worth of timber every year. 


Some Good Birds Do. 


The Department of Agriculture figures out that 
the chinch bug Is destroying $100,000,000 worth of 
wheat, rye, oats and barley every year. 
In Ohto

and cities, where they were sold, often as low as tea 
or fifteen cents a dozen. 


,When the country was ne^ these great nestings oc- 
curred simultaneously at various places^ sometimes in 
a dozen or more States at once. But nature, even in 
its most bountiful days, could not withstand the ter- 
rible sla.ughter that was visited on* the passing throngs, 
and they gradually decreased in numbers ap the years 
rolled by. The nestings grew fewer and fewer and the 
number of birds In each place smaller and smaller 
until the end finally came. 


The last great nesting was In the Indian Territorj 
in 18T5. Qreat numbers of the trappers who had beea 
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find out what was wrong with the captives. 
When 
soifie thousands of the birds had been thus tolled under 
the net the poles were sprung, the net came down and 
imprisoned the entire mass of birds. Then these were 
confined in crates and shipped to the various towns

following the several nestings In previous years gath- 
ered around this single mass and here made their final 
round-up. The birds were traiiped literally by hun- 
dreds of thousands. The Missouri, Kansas and Texarf^ 
Railway, which passes through the country occupied 
by the birds, backed in whole freight trains at various 
sidings in the nesting country. These were loaded up, 
and day after day entire trains of wild pigeons were 
started for tïie Eastern cities. 


Not One Alive 
forDay. 


The slaughter continued until fall, when the few 
young,bhrds that had escaped were able.to fly. Then 
with the the few parent birds that had managed to 
keep out of the nets and avoid the fusillades of shots 
they went away on their regular Southern migration, 
and there were only a few hundred of them- 
They 
broke up into small flocks p d these in turn were 
hunted by so-called sportsmen and by farmers until 
each bunch was finished. À few of the birds were re- 
ported from différent parts of the country as late as 
1806 or Î897, but there is no authentic report of a wild 
pigeon having been seen anywhere in the world since 
that time. 
I/ast winter^^rewaids aggregating about 
$1,600 were offered by wealthy t>lrd lovers for informa- 
tion of a pair (of wild pigeons nesting anywhiere in 
the world. 
Several. persons reported nesting birds 
and claimed the reward, but on investigation of each 
case the ctaimants had seen turtle dores or some other* 
kind of bird.' 


We are, therefore, forced to the conclusion that there 
is not a single wild pigeon alive on the face of the earth 
to-day* The destruction'of this beautiful creature is 
one bf the many crimes for which the present genera* 
tion is answerable. 


As the population of the country increased the more 
bardy ploneeri moved westwardî and these had to 
exist largely on wild Qieat and flsh.

Georgia and Kentucky. 
Daniel Boone and Davy 
Crockett told of killing buffaloes in Kentucky and 
Ohio. 


A hundred years later some of the more adventur- 
ous pioneers went as far west as the Mississippi, and 
still later on to the Missouri. Here they saw the 
prairies blackened with buffaloes as far as the eye 
could reach. 


An Indian describing one of the great herds said 
the whole prairie was one great robe. 


One writer, away back in the sixties, estimated the 
buffaloes inhabiting the country between the Missouri 
River and the Rocky Mountains at thirty millions. 


Dr. W. T. Homaday, in his book on the extermina- 
tion of the buffalo, says:— 


"Of all the quadrupeds that have lived on the earth 
probably no other species has ever marshalled such 
innumerable hosts as those of the American bison. It 
would have been as easy to count or to estimate the 
number of leaves in a forest as to calculate the num- 
ber of buffaloes living at any given time during the 
history of the species previous to 1870. Even in South 
Central Africa, which has always been exceedingly 
prollflc in great herds of game, it Is probable that all • 
its quadrupeds together, on an equal area, would never 
have more than equalled the total number of buffaloes 
in this country forty years ago." 


Dr. Homaday quotes a letter from General R. L 
Dodge telling of bis having passed through a herd of 
buffaloes that covered a tract of country approxi- 
mately twenty-five miles wide and fifty miles long, 
and, estimating twenty animals to the acre. Dr. Hom- 
aday figures out that this herd alone contained four 
million animals. 


Killing the Buffalo. 


The greed for gold long ago seized all classes and 
conditions of men^ even in the wild West. Great citiM 
grew up in thè Middle West. Factories of all kinds 
were established, in which' hundreds of thousands of 
men were employed, making every sort of commodity 
that people use. These cities naturslly became great 
consumers of meat, and men who had at first learned 
to hunt game merely to supply themselves and their 
families became market hunters. They followed the 
great herds of animals and the vast flights of birds 
persistently, and relentlessly, killing and shipping the 
loot to the nearest cities. 


Later the skin hunter became a feature in this great 
work of destruction. ' Railways had by this time pen- 
etrated the great arid regions west of the Missouri 
and thelr^advetft sealed the fate of the buffalo. Thou- 
sands oflroen followed these noble animals, killing «»d 
skinning. 
Then. the so-called contactor d?!veloped. 
He had no sentiment of 
to jp03terity in hfs naake- 
up. He hired men to pillage the prairies, in isome 
cases hundreds of expert hunters and.skltmer^. 
He 
established numerous camps which ^^re moved froii 
place to place as the great herds migrated. 
These 
men skinned and i^t the carcasses to rot on the 
prairie, in such numbers that a year later a man 
coul^ literally have walked miles treading on buffalo 
bones at every step. 


I was in. Port Worth, Texas, in 1876, and saw sev- 
eral large warehouses stored full of dried buffalo 
skins. There wjtre also long platforms 911 which the 
skips, baled up" like hay, were piled as. hiib as men 
coald reach, The adf»cent street» Vere blocked by

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as these wagons could be unloaded they started again 
for the bunting grounds, which were then on the 
Brazos River, about one hundred miles west of Fort 
Worth. 


I petitioned the Ohio Legislature in 1869 to enact 
a law to check the destruction of the wild pigeon, but 
'some of the members of that body ridiculed the idea. 
They said there would be millions of wild pigeons 
here long after I was dead and buried. 


In 1872 I besought a Member of Congress to intro- 
duce a bill to preserve the buffalo, but that suggestion 
was ridiculed too. 
Certain Western members who 
thought they knew the situation thoroughly said there 
would be buffalo all over the plains hundreds of years 
hence and that there was no need of any law to pro- 
tect them. 


But after these two species were exterminated the 
people began to reflect and to say, "It is too bad! We 
should have enacted laws long ago to preserve them." 


Within the last few years, however, our people have 
become thoroughly aroused to the enormity of the 
crimes that have been committed against nature, and 
two years ago the President of the United States called 
the Governors of all the States together and told them 
It was time to call a halt; time to consider those who 
are to come after us; time to begin reforesting the 
regions that we have devastated; time to eeonòmize ii« 
the use of 50II, coal, oil and natural gas; time to begin 
to foster our water supply, not only for power and 
lighting purposes, but for supplying with water the 
great cities that are growing greater and more numer- 
ous every day. 
T 
Neglected the Birds. 


But the President made a serious mistake In not 
having included in the work he cut out at that confer- 
ence of Governors the preservation of wild animals 
and birds. Not a w^rd was said In his call or In the 
subsequent meeting of this important, asset. 


I regard these as among the most important of our 
resources. Especially is this true of the insectivorous 
birds. 
Scientists In the employ of the government 
have computed that insects are costing the farmers of 
this country $1,000,000.000 a year, and this destructioa 
is due-to the entirely reckless and wicked slaughter of 
insect eating birds. 


The cotton growers of Texas are losing $40,000,000 
to $50,000,000 a year on their cotton cfops as a result 
of the work of an insect known as the cotton boll 
weeriJ, which bores into ^he cotton stalk and kills 
it. 
When that insect took possession of the cotton 
fields of Texas, about seven years ago, the govern- 
ment sent down there soqie »zp«rt entiomologists to 
study the situatoli and to try to devise some way of 
getting rid of that pest. They worked diligently on 
the problem for two years and then they threw up 
their hands. They sald:-^ 


"This Insect is here to stay as long as cotton is 
grown In ihls State, and there Is no way^n earth 
of getting rid of it unless you can put the birds back 
here, as God put them here." 


And not only Is Texas suffering to this extent, but 
tlMs insect is moving like a great army to the east' 
ward and to the northward; It has already Invaded 
Louisiana, Hisslwappi, ^Alabama and Oklahoma, and ^ 
these wise men tell us that it will go to the Atlantic 
Ocean before It stops end as far north as'cotton is 
grown, and that the cotton growers iriil simply have 
to flght It as long as they grow cotton. 
a

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alone it destroys annually $2,000,000 worth of somiU 
grain, and has done so for many years. 


A female chinch bug is said to deposit five hundred 
eggs each month during the summer. 
These hatch 
within two weeks. 
It is some consolation to know 
that drenching rains destroy many of the young bugs. 
If it were not for this one safeguard there probably 
would be little small grain produced in this country. 


One quail killed in a wheat field in Kansas and ex- 
amined by a government expert had in its stomal » 
the remains of twelve hundred chinch bugs. 


The Hessian fly is almost as numerous in 
country and is doing almost as much damage as the 
chinch bug. 


The orchards of this country yield annually about 
$90,000,000 worth of fruit, and the output would be 
twice as great if the Insects could be kept down. That 
is if the birds were here in such numbers as nature 
provided them. 


The Department of Agriculture estimates that the 
wool moth is destroying $100,000,000 worth of wool 
each year. 


The Texas cattle tick, or fever tick, is causing s 
loss among the herds of the Southern States of 
$30,000,000 to $100,000,000 a year. 


These tragic lessons have finally aroused the Ameri- 
can people to the necessity of action to preserve the 
pitiable remnants of these wUd creatures that still 
remain. Stringent laws have been enacted in nearly 
all the States to prohibit the killing of birds, except 
during short seasons in the autumn, and to cur^U 
the killing privileges even then. 


Several States have created large game preserves, 
but there is need of many more such, and a move- 
ment is now on foot to induce the Legislatures of the 
prairie States to set aside one or more townships 
in each county on which no bunting shall be allowed 
at any time. Primarily this movement is In the inter- 
est of the prairie chicken, one of our most useful In- 
sect eaters and one of the finest game birds in the 
world; but these segregated townships would also 
be taken advantage of by quails, in some cases by 
wild fowl, and all would become great breeding 
grounds for these birds and for meadowlarks, black- 
birds, bobolinks and many other valuable bug eaters. 


Thousands of men who for many years have been 
ardent sportsmen and have done a great d^l of hunt- 
ing every vear have realized the alarming conditions* 
that have 'been brought about by the killing of the 
birds and have quit. Many of these have taken to 
hunting with the camera instead of the gun and find 
that they can get greater pleasure and profit out of 
this kind of.sport than out of the old kind. 


The children in some publir? schools are being In- 
structed as to the value of insect eating birds and are 
being taught the necessity of preserving them. 
Boys 
are being cautioned against disturbing or destroying 
birds' nests and advised to put out food for the blrd^i, 
especially during winter; to provide nesting boxes 
for them in the spring and in every way possible^ te 
conserve bird life. 


A vigorous crusade against the wearing of bird 
plumage on women's hats has been carried on for 
yesrs past and a great majority of women who for- 
merly sinned in this way have been reformed. 


In order that the birds may have a chance to In- 
crease in future and again become plentiful there is 
urgent need that every friend of humanity should 
exert himself or herself to the utmost in their behalf. 
We need further legislation In many of the States. 
We need more game wardens to enforce the laws we 
already have and those that may be enacted in future.

The mole hills which we see are 
not homes but composed of material 
which is 
worked 
over In forming 
temporary 
passag^ 
looking 
after 
prey. 


A mole's only true home, fortress 
or kingdom is located at a distance 
from the hunting grounds with which 
communication is kept up. 


A .mol<a will consume the weight of 
Its body in a remarkably short time. 
Snails and slugs it seizes from behind 
before they 
know a mole 
is after 
them. 
Another wonderful 
thing 
is 
how soon a mole will succumb with- 
out food, as a twelve hour's fast will 
result In death for the little animal 
and all of its family. 


Considered from the standpoint of 
food habits alone.

mtotally the Interesti of the tarinit 
and gardner. 
IndAisd» it cim be H^ror*

When however, the mole is charged 
with disfiguring lawns and parks, de- 
stroying flower beds, tearing up the 
roots of errasses and making himself 
a general nuisance in smiftll garden 
plots, he will have to plead guilty. The 
evidence against him is abundant and 
dlrwjt. 


From the standpoint of food habits, 
and alsd'ln respect to tunneling the 
soli, the work of the mole is highly 
beneficial to the interests of agricul-

Moles should not be tolerated, 
however In lawns, small garden plots

RABIES IS A REAL DISEASE 


IT Ú INCURABLE. BUT INVESTIGATION SHOWS IT MAY BE PREVENTED BY 


PASTEURIZATION.

iUbies is one of the oldest diseases 
known. 
In the foürth century B. C; 
It was described 
by ^ s t o t l e , who 
wrote: 
"Dogs suffei' irom a madness 
which puts them in a state of fury, 
and all the 
animSls that they 
bite 
when in this condition become also 
attacked by rabies.'' 


The season of the year makes very 
little difference, as the disease is just 
as prevalent in winter as it Is In sum- 
mtfer. This 
seems 
contrary 
to 
the 
Ideas of many persons, who 
think 
that July, and August, "dog days," 
the only timé that dogs are subject 
to rabies.^ The 
Explanation 
is 
that 
more people are moving about dtir- 
Ing the summer months and become 
subject to attack. 


Rabies Is caused In nearly all cases 
by the bite of a rabid animal. 
It is 
possible to contract the disease from 
the saliva, the tears from the eyes or 
the milk of a rabid animal. 
The rab- 
id dog is a sotirce of danger a few 
days before the symptoms of the dis- 
ease appear, but In no case before he 
was bitten 
by a 
rabid 
animal, 
or 
otherwise Inoculated. 
Hot 
weather, 
lack of water or ill treatment will 
never in themselves pi-oduce rabies. 


The dog Is the ^inclpal ^ u r c e by 
which 
babies 
is 
spread 
over 
the 
feountry. 
The freedom which he is 
given, his-natural manner of self-pro- 
tection, 
and hi« tendency 
to 
roam 
about bring him in contact with many 
other animals. 
Cats, hogs, horses and 
cattle, in the order named, are l e ^ 
dangerous than the dog. 
Mad dogs 
are not always wild eyed and frothing 
at the mouth and determined upon 
attacking every person they meet. 


Rabies show in one of two torm»-— 
furious or dumb. 
In the former case 
the 
dog 
becomes 
restless , wanders 
about and will travel twenty to thirty 
miles a day. 
While on thi« trip he 
is very 
likely to bite cattle, 
hogs, 
strange dogs and passing hors««. 
In 
dumb rabies the' dog «eeks hU mas- 
ters company or may hide itt dark 
places. 
He is sometimes 
«nable 
to 
eat or drink. 
This form seems some- 
thing in the' nature of paralysis and 
death results in four to ten days, after 
the 
first 
symptoms appear.

form of the disease may change to the 
other in the same animal. 
• Tho symptoms of rabies seldom de- 
velope in less than fourteen tiays after 
the animal 
was bitten—most 
com- 
monly three to six weeks—but they

year. 
Not 
all 
animals

de- 
velope the disease. 
It depends some 
upon the part of the body which wais 
bitten. 
In^ftian there is less danger 
if bitten through the clothing than 


upon the bare pwrts of the body. 9/t 
the hands or facet t^e latter plMe be« 
ing the most danceroua. 
It la not mi* 
iMxnmon for the «jrmptoms to d e ^ o p 
iti' less than two weeks when bitleii 
upon the head. 


As the disease developes Iq cattl« 
they are prone to chase chiekens and 
dogs and may run at man. whom they 
SM less apt to attack. 
Often tsllinc 
down from no apparent causs, twltoh- 
ing of muscles, inability to e«t. duf 
to paralysis, but seldom 
The«« 


symptoms are followed by pftnUrHi 
and death.

the same symptoms which are shown 
by cattle. 


The symptoms of rabies vmxy vreat- 
ly, but in general tta»re is a flnt stag« 
of melenchoUa UtStfta* two or thVM 
days, followed by a period of excite- 
ment ^which lasts two or three day* 
more, followed by a period of paraly- 
sis. 
Death' usually occurs inside of 
ten days after the first symptoms ap* 
pear. 
•«^Pasteurization 
generally 
prevents 
developlrnent 
but 
in 
^ d e r 
to 
be 
effective it should be taken within 
few days after having been bitten by 
a rabid animal. 
The treatment may 
also be given to 
valuable 
domestie 
animals. 


Elimination of Infected ahIwh^It is 
the only sure preventive. 
In this w«y 
Great Britain has eradicated the dis- 
temper. 
If all rabid dogs could be 
prevented from biting other 
rabis within a year would be a histori- 
cal curiosity of medicine. 


m.G APPLE CROP. 


An authority on the apple situation 
In the Pacific Northwest writes.as fol- 
lows: 


I 
visited 
an 
orchard 
at Dumas, 
Wash., comprising 100 acres of apple 
trees about 12 years old, from which 
they expect to ship 100 cars of 
fiist- 
class apples this year. 
At the present 
price of apples this orchard will net 
the owners in the neighborhood of 
$60,000 this year. 


"They have employed from 75 to 80 
women and men picking and packing 
apples. 
This is only one of m9.ny such 
orchards 
in 
my district. 
At 
Hood 
River, Oregon, I traveled through 12 
miles of solid apple orchards, all load- 
ed with fine fruit. 
The gross receipts 
for apples alone at Hood River this 
year -^111 be about $800,000. The same 
is true of Rogue River, Oregon, Wena- 
tgh6S0, ' a n d North Yakima, in Waih- 
ington, 
and 
also 
of 
southwestern 
Idaho."

The investigators since the grow- 
ing of crops began have searched for 
fertilizers—for things that would make 
plants grow. 
Yet they have found 
nothing that equals common 
manure. 
This is nature's fes^illzer. 
Plants re- 
spond' to it in the tropics and as far 
north as they grow. 
By using It in- 
telligently the fertile soils of 
North 
Dakota or of Florida or Texas can be 
made to bring forth crops that will 
yield almost, yes twice, what could be 
secured without it. 


Much is now known about how to 
handle 
this 
valuable 
product. 
It 
should be taken right from the bam 
to the 
field. 
In some cases when it 
contains a good deal of weed seed it 
may be advisable to let it lay in a 
heap for awhile. 
It has been found 
that the best place to apply it is on 
pasture, grass land and on corn land. 
When applied po a grain crop it some- 
times causes too 
big 
a 
growth 
of! 
straw. 
This coane from the fact that; 
the elenient In manure that 
causes 
straw growth 
is available 
at 
once 
while the elememts that fill the kennel 
and add stiffness to the straw are 
made available slowly, so that 
the 
manure does not furnish grain crops 
a balanced food. 
It can be applied 
though, if it is put on thin enough. 


corn makes-its growth during the 
warm part of the summer when all 
the elements of food in the manure 
and made available. 
In the case of 
the clover or grasses it Is the stalkn 
that 
are 
wanted 
so this kind of 
growth is an advantage if anything. 
When applied on corn and grass land 
the weed seed has little chance to do 
any h a ^ . 
Therf when the grain ¿rop 
follows tlM corn or grass or clover 
that hes<%een manured it gets a bal- 
anced food, and well filled heads is 
the result. 


It has also beén found that it is 
best not to^apply over ten tons per 
acre, and the even scattering of it is 
very Important. 


"BETTÊR HOG" TRAIN. 


The Iowa 'better hog" train, which 
has been operated by the agricultural 
department of the Rock Island lines, 
in co-operation with the Iowa Agricul- 
tural college, for the purpose of en- 
couraging increasing attention to the 
development of hog raising in that 
State has 
aroused 
much 
enthusiam 
among hog raisers. 
The route of the 
train will extend into Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and Minnesota. 


The special train of seven cars pro- 
vided by thè railroad for the use of 
the experts of the college has beeil 
out only a short timé, but dùrlAg that 
time more than 20,000 person hayé 
listened to léctufés on every phase of 
hog culture and thè UÉè of hog prò- 
ducts. 


Banks, buslhelM hotisès, and schools 
in many locaìltlés have been clòsed 
during the visits of the train and the 
officials of tjjte road say the results 
promiise 
even 
better 
returns 
than 
those frohi the "bèttèr seed wheat"

Instead of allowing thè cockerels 
on the place to grow into Old roosters 
before being sold they should, be .cap- 
onized and their value fairly doubled 
by 
this method. 
It 
is Very 
little 
trouble to caponlze a bird and with 
a little practice a bright boy will opér- 
ate upon 50 to 75 birds la a single 
day. 


If capons are sold when weighing 
from five to six po'^nds they will bring 
in any good market from 20 to 22 
cents per pound. 
Iñdeéd, it is a poor 
cai>on that will not bring a round 
dOllár to thè producer while a rooster 
weighing seven or eight, pounds will 
bring ho 
moté. 


The best prices that old roosters 
bring, are around $. cents and to get 
this they must 
be fattened 
about 
twice as long as it requires to bring 
a capon to fln^ market condition.

CURING MEAT 
ON THE FARM 


This May Be Done Very Easily and 
the I l a v 0 of the Meat Is Much 
^ 
Finer. 


By S. C. MUler. 


In these days of salt-petre, benzoato 
of 
soda, 
formate 
and 
other 
dope 
used by many big manufacturers in 
thè curing of nearly everything we 
eat, I wonder why more of our farm- 
ers do not preserve their own foods, 
particularly meats. 
It seems to me 
there is more danger in the use of 
preservatives in the use of meats than-^ 
anything else, and pickling of meats 
on the farm is. such a simple matter 
that every man who kills his own pigs 
should in addition to hams and bacon 
put down a barrel of meat pickled. 
Properly cared for it is delicious at 
certain seasons of the year. 
On the 
old farm In Virginia the following 
method was always used. 
No better 
meats were ever-put on the farmer's 
table. 


For each one hundred pounds of 
meat take two pounds of sugar and 
four pounds of salt. 
Mix well and 
tvhen the meat is first cut rub it well 
with pure salt on the fiesh side. 
Let 
It lie a day or two ft^id then drain out 
any blood that may be left. 
Divide 
the sugar and salt mixture in three 
equal parts. 
Use one part oh the 
meat and pack in a barrel. 
It shoüld 
then be allowed to Uè three or four 
days when it should be rubbed with 
another portion of the mixture and 
three or four days later repeat the 
opreation 
with 
the 
remainder. 
It 
should then be packed tightly In a 
barreL 
After lying three or four days 
it is ready to Jiang up. 
It must be 
kept in a cellar or some place where it 
will not freeze while the curing pro- 
cess is going on. 
When appying the 
salt and sugar mixture it is more con- 
venient if one has two barrels to use 
at the same time. 
- 


A great many people dp . not seem 
to understand that smoking meat does 
not curé It except as the warmth from 
the fire causes the moisture to evapó- 
rate. 
There is no particular virtue 
in the smoke itself and meat could be 
as well cured by any kind of slow 
gentle heat even if no smoke' .came 
from 
it. 
However. ' the heat 
érom 
clean fresh hickory chips can never 
be Improved upon and if pèople be- 
lieve that the quality of the meat Is 
improved 
by the 
sweet 
odor from 
this form certainly no harm will be 
done. 
The main thing Is to keep the 
heat regular and at a low point In 
order that the moisture may be drawn 
out from the méat eveiily.

,- -I always grow two crops , on. itty 
garden every year.

beans, but where early potatoes, early 
sweet corn and snap beans are groWn 
a second crop may be produced the 
same year.

Even tomatoes may be a second 
cr^p if the plants are set in the rows 
where lettuce has grown.

With Dr. Cook Brand 


: 
Him Faker. 


London. Nov. 9.—Dr. Frederick A. 


Cook's Eskimos, who accompanied him 
on his last arctic trip, have told Knud 
Rasmussen. the Danish explorer, now 
at Capo York, that th«> doctor and his 
party traveled around in a circle and 
never reached the pole. 


Capt, Rasmussen obtained tjje nar- 


ratives from 
the 
natives- and sen 


them to his wife at Copenhagen, b\ 
whom they were made public. 


"Already in the' fall of 1909. when 


was on an expedition .to Greenland,' 
writes Capt Hasmussen. "there exist 
ed grave doubts as to whether Dr. 
Cook had been mear the north pole, 
and I made up my mind to secure 
through thoroughly disinterested peo- 
ple a bona fide report ot his Eskimo 
fellow traveler?. Itsukusuk and Apilak. 


Live the Lives of Savages. 


"These young men belong to a tribe 


near Smith sound, the members oC 
which still live the llfo of savages. 
They possess no written language and 
therefore I had to get somebody to 
write down the young men's report. 
The Rev. Gustav Olsen and Kateket 
Sechmann Rosehach, 
both 
born 
In 


Greenland and newly arrived mission- 
aries to this tribe, did the writing. 


"Further, I received from the man- 


ager of a copper mine In Greenland a 
man named Nyboe, assistance in get- 
ting the report. In the. fall I forward- 
ed a letter from South Greenland by 
sledge to the missionary station and 
the letter reached its destination in 
the winter. 


"On my arrival at North Star bay 


this summer I found the report in the 
Eskimo language 
awaiting 
me and 


herewith Is my verbatim translation 
ot the narrative given by Dr. Cook's 
companions to the Rev. Mr. Olsen. I 
myself have not seen the young men 
since they returned with Dr. Cook, hut 
I know them from earlier times. They 
ore clever and trustworthy men and 
1 consider this report, obtained by 
wholly disinterested persons, on the 
question of tho reaching of the north 
pole by Dr. Cook more valuable than 
any I myself-could have obtained. 


Narrative of the E»klmot- 


"Tho narrative is as follows: 
"'We (Itsukusuk and Apllak) trav- 


r!ed from Anorltok (AnnatoolO wltl 
eight sledges in company with Dr 
Cook. At first the jtreat doctor him- 
self rlrove. but not very long. The de- 
parture took place at the first sun
